LONGTIME ANNUAL PRECIPITATION OVER THE PROVINCE OF SASKATCHEWAN 


The map printed above shows the 
annual precipitation, during the fall 
months and growing season separate~- 
ly, that has occurred over the Prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan for each year 
since 1885. (Snowfall from Novem- 
ber 1st to March 31st is not included 
as it has been found, in general, that 
the moisture contained in snow dur- 
ing this period seldom, if ever, pene- 
trates into the ground because the top 
soil is frozen). 

The white portion of each yearly 
column represents the precipitation 
which occurred during the autumn 
months of August, September and Oc- 
tober immediately prior to the year 
designated on the column, and the 
black part of the column shows the

the growing season months of April, 
May, June and July, also in the year 
designated. Or, in other words, each 
complete column shows total mois- 
ture that was available to the current 
growing crop of the year designated.

Statisticians have estimated that 
for eveny ganden ruined through ijat¢ 
starting there are exactly a hundred 
|damaged iby frost. The beginner ig in- 
clined to rush, the season. This will 
not hurt with peas, spinach, lettuce 
or radish in the vegetable line, or 
sweet peas and flowers which natural- 
ly seed themselves. For the medium 
hardy type of plant however there is 
no adivantaige whatever in sowing too 
soon. There is little growth in any 
case until the soil really turns warm. 
| Experts not only caution against 
too early sowing (but they also adivise 
{mot to stop too soon. MThere is no rea- 
son why plantings cannot be contin- 
l ued in most parts of Canada right on. 
' through untif July. This will spread 
the harvesting season over an equally 
‘long period with vegetables always 
‘fresh just coming to maturity. 

Beginners are adivised.to divide their 
seed into at least three parts, sowing 
la thir’ as soon as weather permits, a 
thins a little later, and the balance at 
, the very tail-end of the planting sea- 
‘son. In this way if frost does cut 
| down the first batch there will be 
a li seedlings coming on. 


Lawns 

There are two ways to make a lawn. 
‘For quick results sodding is the usual 
,Practice. There are some ‘situations 
which make immediate results im- 
| perative but usually this is expensive 
land not satisfactory. If ordinary field 
sod) is purchased then results are go- 
ing to be disappointing. Usually such 
lwod is full of weeds and the grease is 
of inferior quality. F 

The second method of obtaining a 
lawn is by seeding. This is a good 
deal cheaper than sodding, and while 
slower at first in the end it produces 
a iafn of much finer grass and one 
that wiil continue to improve year af- | 
ter year. One should ibe careful to 
secure the best quality of grass seed 
and this must be sown liberally, pre- 
(ferably both lengthwise and across to 
Secure even distribution. Seeding 
should be done of course, on a wind- 
less day. 


A Short Cut 

For a short out the gardener is ad- 
vised to purchase a certain quantity 
of started plants of both flowers and 
vegetables. These are usually pur- 
chaesd from the greenhouse, florist or 
seed house. It is important to get 
the pvarieties wanted and on this ac-!

But in 
the average case planting irregularly 
in chumps -will.produce the pleasing 
effects. Such planting, too, will add 
an air of spaciouness, giving .even 
tiny backyard gardens the appearance 
of much larger affairs. 

Where possible there should be a 
lawn in the foreground, with an ir- 
regularly shaped bed of flowers | 
around the edges and possibly groups 
of shrubs at the corners. (Screening 
of harsh straight lines about the house | 
and drives with clumps of flowers and 
shruys and an occasional trailing vine 
over verandahs or garages will bring 
the whole thing together.

Pyorrhoea is a discase of the gums 
which surround and support the teeth. 
It is not a naw disease, as evicience of 
its ravages is found in skulls of pre- 
historic times. It occurg in all lands, 
among all races and in both sexes. 


The normai healthy gums are pink 
in color, firm in texture and cling 
closely to the necks of the teeth, form- 
ing little pink points of tissue which | 
project Ketween the teeth. | 

The first step to pyorrhoea is gin- 
givitis or inflammation of the gums, | 
This shows itself by the gums becom- | 
ing tender and bleeding readily. Af- | 
ter a time the gums ghrink, the necks 
of the teeth are exposed and it is at | 


this stage, with the formation of pus, 
that we have rea! pyorrhoea. 

| The trouble apparently originates in 
‘any con ution which, by irritating the 


gums, sets up an inflammation. Tar- | 
tar which collects around the teeth 
will, unless ramoved periodically, act | 


ag an irritant. Tartar is most preva- 
lent on the teeth close to the open:ngs | 
of the salivary glands, which means 
the inner surfaces of the lower front 
teeth and the outer surfaces of the 
upper ‘ack teeth. , 
Poor dental work leads to irritation. 
A poor ‘bite due to irregular teeth or 
the loss on one or more teeth irritates 
the gums. There should be a law 
against the sale of tooth picks because 
the regular user of these gives his 
‘gums a great deal of punishment. 
| It would appear that the way to 
| prevent pyorrhoea is to eat a balanced 
|diet so as to provide good building 
materials for the teeth; to chew the

HULLESS OATS FOR WEANLING 
FIGS 
Young pigs have high efficiency for 


“|the conversion of nourishing food into 


weight increase but low efficiency for 
the utilization of fibre. Except for 
this latter fact ordinary oats would 
tbe a suitable grain, but hulls dilute 
the food too much, and, unless very 
finely ground or else coarse enough to 
ibe rejected during mastication, they 
irritate and clog the digestive tract. 
It is often advised to screen oat chop 
for weanling pigs but this is a labor- 
ious task frequently neglected. 
Unless mechanical means can be 
found to dehull ordinary oats, the 


‘|simpler way is to grow’a variety that 


threshes free of the hull. Years ago 
the late Sir (then Dr.) Chas. E. Saun- 
ders bred two such varieties, Liberty 
and Laurel, for the express purpose 
of feeding young pigs and chickens 
and for making oatmeal porridge. 
Laurel proved slightly the heavier 
yielder but is rather short-strawed 
In 19 years’ 
about 3 days earlier than Banner and 
yielded nearly 85 per cent. as mvich 
jmeat. In a brieter comparison Lau- 
rel matured practically with Banner, 
yielding 53 ‘bushels per acre as against 
‘51 ftom Liberty. 

Both varieties of hulless are prone 
to smut infestation und ure.easily in- 
| jJured by formaldea:. °, dut 
treatment with copper carbonate or 
mercuric dusts ensures a clean crop. 
Hulless oats cross readily with or- 
jdinary oats. Ii is important to en- 
| sure purity and then it may b> neces- 
sary to go ‘back from time to time for 
|Te-selected founclation stock. 

Hulless oats are rather tough to 
thresh and summer stcrage in bulk is 
| Sometimes a problem 

While one correspondent says he 
has adopted Liberty as his only vi- 
riety of oats, most growers woul be 
content to raise a small field of them 
every two or three years, reserving 
the supply for special purposes.

Ten years’ systematic tests at the 
Dominion Experimental Sub-Station, 
Beaverlodge, Alta., following some 
casual trials of earlier years, point to 
the wisdom of seeding spring grain 
just ag soon as the land is fit for 
work, unless in abnormally early sea. 
lgons. “Wheat andi peas should be put 
in first,” says the Sub-station report, 
“but no hesitation need be felt about 
following right up with oats and bar- 
ley, particularly on the acreage of 
these intended for seed production. 
Too early sowings of flax may occa- 
sionally succumb to spring frosts or 
to cutworms. Mid-May is quite early 
;enough for flax—sometimes too ear- 
ly.” 


Wheat, oats and peas all gave their 
heaviest average yields from the first 
;of four weekly sowingy. 


Besides the slightly higher average 
yield and the appreciably better grade 
resulting from timely seeding, there 
jis a decided advantage in getting the, 
harvest off early the threshing done 
}and the fall cultivation accomplished, 
| to the advantage of the next crop and 
the disa‘ivantage of the weeds. 


The early farmer is usualiy the one 
with his wonk well in hand. What 
he may occasionally lose in yield 
‘through seeding too soon he stands to 
make up in any one of several ways 
in the long run.

BANKS live by lending. 


+ 


That is their major souree of income, their 
principal business. They are always on the lookout 
for good risks. They have to avoid poor ones. 


Let us give an instance. Suppose, say, a man 
seeking a bank loan, is known to the banker as 
having no business capacity to carry out the pur- 
poses for which he wants the money. fle rs not 
credit-worthy—he has accumulated nothing, ha- 


no stake. 


The banker, anxious though he is to make loans, 
knows there is not the remotest chance that this man 
would succeed in his purpose and tells the would-be 
borrower that the bank cannot take the risk. 


But this man has a friend—a 
man who.has at¢umulated some- 
thing and has a stake. Hearing 
of his neighbour's difficulty, he 
goes to the bank and urges that 
the loan be made. 


“Whose money would you 
have me lend him?” asks the 
manager. “You have a deposit 
here. Would you lend your own 
money ?” 


. “Not on your life,” 
Mr. Blank. “Lend

The bank manager, as custo- 
dian of this very mane own 
money, then takes pains to 
point out that what the sub- 
stantial citizen is really expect- 
ing, is that the bank should 
make a loan which the citizen's 
own common sense and caution 
would compel him to refuse. 


Before such a man Jeaves the 
bank he usually agrees that he 
had expected the bank to lend 
where i himself would be un- 
willing. Banks have no magic 
source of credit. 

' Here is the core of the whole 
hiusiness of a bank’s extending 
credit. Because of the bank’s 
responsibility to its depositors 
it can make loans only where 
repayment is reasonably cer- 
tain. 

To obtain a loan from a bank 
a borrower must have credit of 
his own. Seldom, if ever, is his 
credit spendable. You cannot 
spend cattle, goods in process of 
manufacture, uncaught fish, un- 
cut timber, or wheat in the 
granary. 

The bank has 
Millions of small depositors 
have, in effect, lent it’ their 
money. A percentage of this 
money, based on bank eXxperi- 
ence of withdrawals, is kept in 
cash, some more in items of a 
cash nature, more still in assets 
quickly convertible into cash, 
and more in safe investments 
such as marketable government 
and other bonds. Based upon 
this, the bank can extend credit.

chartered bank is redeemable in 
cash, on demand, or on a fixed 
date, this.form of credit. is 
spendable. 


In the case of the borrower,

To families who lost their homes 
and belongings iby fire at Breton and 
Cochrane, relief was sent within 24 
hours of the catastrophies. 

‘Layettes representing 2,627 articles 
pia clothing for new Canadians born

Many appeals from ex-soldiers..and 
their families were investigated and 
religt : “afforded. (fThe’ health-by-mail 
Service operated iby the division was 
particularly active and 90 nurses were 
enrolled for emengency service. 

With 771 branches the Junior Red 
Cross branch of the Division’s activ- 
ities was increased by 104 over 1936, 
with the children most enthusiastic 
over the training they receive. 

Perhaps the mest impressive activ- 
ity of the Division ig the Junior Red 
‘Cross Hospital for Crippled Children 
operated in Calgary. During the year 
there were 81 patients admitted from 
all parts of the province, while 53 pa- 
tients made visits to the out-patients 
department for treatment. 

Altogether the cost of the 1937 op- 
erations wag close to $30,000.00. This 
had to be met by contributions from 
the public. The campiisi fur Red 
Cross membership began on May Ist 
and ends on Mey 14th. 12 objective 
of the Committee is $20,005 00.

Many other nations sin- 
‘cerely profess to admire Canadians 
for their common sense. Let us en- 
ideavor to show ourselves genuinely 
lworthy of the praise.
